ARRIVAL  DAY 

Whether  you  drive  your  own  car  or  come  by  bus, 
train,  plane  or  boat,  most  schedules  bring  you  into  Jackson- 
ville during  the  afiernoon  or  evening,  lo  make  this  cost 
account  as  accurate  as  possible,  therefore,  we  start  it  with 
your  arrival  in  the  afternoon,  assuming  that  you  are  driving 
your  own  automobile. 

First,  to  the  Hemming  Park  information  bureau  oper- 
ated by  the  Tourist  and  Convention  Bureau,  where  a  cordial 
receptionist  gives  you  information  about  hotels,  restaurants, 
places  to  go  and  things  to  do.  Then  to  one  of  the  hotels 
suggested  by  the  information  bureau  where  you  may  get 
an  attractive  room  with  double  bed,  private  bath,  steam 
heat  and  comfortable  furnishings  for  $3.50  a  day.  After 
getting  settled  and  freshening  up,  you  enjoy  an  excellent, 
full-course  dinner  in  the  hotel  dining  room  or  nearby  res- 
taurant— 75c  each.  Perhaps  a  stroll  through  the  shopping 
and  theater  district  and  you  wind  up  the  day  by  relaxing  in 
a  beautiful  motion  picture  theater — admission,  40c  each.

Tourist  Club  and  shuffleboard 
courts,  Confederate  Park,  great  industries  including  the 
world's  largest  cigar  factory  and  municipal  docks  and  term- 
inals, electric  plant,  zoo  and  airport.  Oriental  Gardens,  a 
superbly  landscaped  riverfront  estate  recently  converted 
into  a  public  park  of  brilliant  tropical  beauty— admission, 
40c  each.  Gasoline,  60c.  Luncheon,  50c  each.  Dinner,  75c 
each.  A  pleasant  stroll  through  the  gayly  lighted  downtown 
area  and  perhaps  an  hour  or  so  of  sparkling  entertainment 
in  one  of  the  hotel  taverns.  Excellent  floor  shows,  no  cover 
charge  or  minimum  check.

Back  to  highway  and  north  to  the  quaint 
fishing  village  of  Fernandina,  once  the  most  notorious  pi- 
rates' haven  on  the  coast.  Magnificent  harbor;  great  pulp 
mills;  gaily  painted  shrimp  fleet;  old  Fort  Clinch  at  the  end 
of  the  island,  extending  out  over  the  broad  beach.  Lunch- 
eon, 50c  each.

HEMMING  PARK— A  tropical  gem— hub  of  Jacksonville's 
large  park  system  and  one  of  the  most  beautiful  parks  to 
be  found  in  the  heart  of  any  metropolitan  area.  Tourist 
information  bureau  here. 

ORIENTAL  GARDENS— Magnificent  riverfront  estate  on 
San  Jose  Boulevard  recently  opened  to  the  public.  Superbly 
landscaped  gardens  of  brilliant  tropical  flowers,  gleaming 
pools  and  tropical  shrubbery.    Admission,  40c  per  person. 

MUNICIPAL  TOURIST  CLUB— in  WJAX  building  in  Wa- 
terworks Park.  Visitors  invited  to  join  in  card  parties, 
dances  and  other  social  activities.  Indoor  and  outdoor 
sports  such  as  ping-pong  and  shuffleboard.  Miniature  golf 
course  adjoining. 

CONFEDERATE  PARK— across  Main  Street  from  Water- 
works Park.

COLONIAL  BLOCKHOUSE— marker  at  the  corner  of  Mon- 
roe and  Ocean  streets  indicates  the  spot  where  stood  a  log 
blockhouse  for  the  protection  of  Jacksonville  citizens  against 
Indian  raids  durng  the  Seminole  War  of  1836.

STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  BUILDING— from  this 
building  on  Pearl  Street,  Florida's  public  health  officers 
supervise  general  sanitation  and  public  health  so  efficiently 
that  there  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  of  a  communicable 
disease  in  many  years. 


U.  S.  COURTHOUSE  AND  POSTOFFICE— modern,  mil- 
lion-dollar building  near  heart  of  the  city,  housing  district 
and  state  offices  of  most  federal  agencies.  Air-conditioned 
court  rooms  and  efl[icient  hollow-square  type  of  construction 
make  this  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  federal  buildings  in 
the  country. 


INDUSTRIAL  JACKSONVILLE  —  the  commercial  and 
shipping  center  of  the  Southeast,  extending  almost  eight 
miles  west  on  Bay  Street  and  north  on  Talleyrand  Avenue 
around  the  bend  of  the  river.  Clyde-Mallory,  Merchants 
and  Miners  and  Bull  steamship  terminals,  the  great  Ford 
assembly  plant,  Wilson  &  Toomer  and  Armour  fertilizer 
factories,  huge  oil  terminals  and  other  large  industries. 


MUNICIPAL  DOCKS  AND  TERMINALS —  three  great 
piers  out  Talleyrand  Avenue,  the  largest  naval  stores  term- 
inal in  the  world.    Here  you  will  see  huge  stores  of  barreled 
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rosin  and  tanks  of  turpentine  awaiting  shipment  to  foreign 
and  domestic  ports. 

MUNICIPAL  ELECTRIC  PLANT— out  Talleyrand  Ave- 
nue. A  model  of  efficiency  with  rates  among  the  lowest  in 
the  Southeast,  earning  almost  two  million  dollars  a  year  for 
the  city's  taxpayers. 

KING  EDWARD  CIGAR  FACTORY— Fi\e  blocks  east  of 
Main  Street  between  16th  and  17th  Streets.  Largest  cigar 
factory  under  one  roof  in  the  world  and  one  of  the  few 
where  visitors  are  welcome.  Produces  more  than  1,500,000 
cigars  daily.     Visiting  hours,  mornings  from  8  to  12. 

FEDERAL  ART  GALLERIES— \ocsited  across  Duval  Street 
from  the  postoffice.  Varied  exhibits  of  oils,  water  colors, 
sculpture,  handicraft  and  other  art  work  by  Florida  artists. 

KEYSTONE  OAK — about  four  miles  out  Atlantic  Boule- 
vard on  the  St.  Johns  River.  Largest  known  live  oak  in  the 
world  with  a  shade  area  more  than  550  feet  in  circumfer- 
ence. 

TREATY  OAK— near  south  end  of  St.  Johns  River  bridge. 
Under  this  huge  oak,  according  to  legend,  the  first  white 
settlers  of  Jacksonville  made  peace  with  the  Indians. 

FORT  SAN  NICHOLAS— near  Atlantic  Boulevard  in  South 
Jacksonville.  A  marker  indicates  the  site  of  this  fort,  built 
about  1740  by  the  Spanish  to  protect  the  vital  ford  in  the 
river. 


NORTH  OF  THE  CITY 

MUNICIPAL  ZOO— Si  mile  north  of  Trout  River  bridge. 
Modern  zoological  garden  located  in  the  midst  of  a  beautiful 
oak  grove,  one  of  the  many  municipally  owned  recreational 
facilities.

MUNICIPAL  AIRPORT— two  miles  north  of  Trout  River 
bridge,  seven  miles  from  heart  of  city.  One  of  the  finest 
and  most  important  airports  in  the  South,  on  the  main  line 
between  the  commercial  centers  of  North  and  South  Amer- 
ica. Here  16  to  20  huge  transports  leave  daily  on  sched- 
uled trips  North,  South,  and  West. 

HECKSCHER  DRIVE  — scenic  drive  beginning  one  mile 
north  of  Trout  River  bridge  and  winding  17  miles  eastward 
along  the  north  bank  of  the  St.  Johns  River  as  it  turns  to 
join  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Sister's  Creek,  Clapboard  Creek 
and  other  tributaries  of  the  St.  Johns  along  this  road  offer 
splendid  fishing  and  excellent  camp  accommodations. 

PILOT  TOWN— near  the  east  end  of  Heckscher  Drive.  A 
sleepy  little  hamlet  where  the  old-time  river  pilots  made 
their  homes.  A  marker  here  indicates  the  spot  where  Jean 
Ribault  and  his  daring  band  of  French  Huguenots  landed 
May  1,  1562,  and  knelt  for  the  first  Protestant  prayer  ever 
spoken  in  North  America. 


FORT  GEORGE  ISLAND  — }ust  beyond  Pilot  Town, 
reached  by  a  winding  shell  road  from  Heckscher  Drive. 
Ruins  of  ancient  house  and  slave  cabins  built  of  **tabby"  oys- 
ter shell  rock,  relics  of  colonial  plantation  ow^ned  by  Zephan- 
iah  Kingsley,  one  of  the  earliest  slave  traders.  Old  grave- 
yard with  interesting  tombstones.  Ft.  George  Club,  Ribault 
Country  Club  and  golf  course.  Mount  Cornelia,  now  sur- 
mounted by  a  golf  course  tee,  is  the  highest  point  immedi- 
ately on  the  seacoast  between  the  highlands  of  New  Jersey 
and  Cuba.  Picturesque  road  circling  the  island  leads  down 
magnificent  Avenue  of  Palms  planted  in  colonial  times  and 
through  dense  jungle  growth  of  an  amazing  variety  of  trees 
and  shrubs  not  to  be  found  anywhere  else  in  this  area. 

FERNANDINA — quaint  little  fishing  village  on  Amelia  Ls- 
land,  38  miles  north  of  the  city.  Here  is  one  of  the  finest 
natural  harbors  on  the  Atlantic,  once  a  notorious  pirates' 
haven.  Has  been  dominated  by  eight  different  flags,  includ- 
ing the  Jolly  Roger.  Gaily  painted  shrimp  fleet,  old  oak 
drives,  splendid  beach,  great  pulp  mills  and  interesting  Fort 
Clinch,  built  before  the  Civil  War  as  a  frontier  army  post. 
Azalea  gardens.    Famous  for  shrimp  and  oyster  dinners. 
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EASTWARD  TO  THE  BEACHES 

FORT  CAROLINE  AND  ST,  JOHNS  BLUFF— out  Atlan- 
tic Boulevard  on  the  St.  Johns  River.  Called  the  cradle  of 
colonial  history  in  America,  for  here  the  French  Huguenots 
under  Laudonniere  established  Fort  Caroline  in  1564  first 
settlement  in  North  America  intended  as  a  permanent  col- 
ony St.  Augustine  was  established  a  year  later  when  the 
Spanish  came  to  wipe  out  this  threat  to  their  domination  of 
the  New  World.  The  French  colony  was  destroyed  m  1565 
by  Spaniards  under  Menendez,  who  marched  up  the  beach 
from  St.  Augustine ;  first  battle  between  European  nations 
in  North  America.  The  bluff  was  later  fortified  by  British 
in  the  Revolutionary  War,  Confederates  during  the  War 
Between  the  States  and  U.  S.  troops  during  the  Spanish- 
American  War.    This  last  fort  is  still  in  good  condition. 

WORLD'S  FINEST  BEACH— at  the  end  of  Atlantic  Boule- 
vard A  shining  crescent  of  bathing  and  motoring  beach, 
more  than  600  feet  wide  at  low  tide,  extending  30  miles 
south  from  the  mouth  of  the  St.  Johns  River.  A  matchless 
year-round  playground  for  brilliant  beach  sports,  thrilling 
surfside  motoring,  fishing  and  bathing  in  the  breakers,  pic- 
nicking and  sun-bathing. 

PONTE  VEDRA  BEACH— Florida^  newest  smart  seaside 
resort  five  miles  south  of  Atlantic  Boulevard  on  scenic  ocean 
drive  to  St.  Augustine.  Gay  year-round  vacationland  with 
famed  golf  links  ranked  as  one  of  the  six  best  in  America. 
Ponce  de  Leon's  records  indicate  that  the  stretch  of  beach 
now  owned  by  Ponte  Vedra  was  the  first  land  he  sighted 
when  discovering  Florida. 

JACKSONVILLE  BEACH,  NEPTUNE  AND  ATLANTIC 
BEACH — popular  year-round  beach  resorts  extending  five 
miles  along  the  beach  at  end  of  Atlantic  Boulevard.  Excel- 
lent hotel,  apartment  and  boarding  house  accommodations, 
smart  shops,  fine  restaurants  and  a  host  of  recreation  facil- 
ities.    Southeast's  most  popular  summer  resort. 

RIBAULT  MONUMENT— at  Wonderwood  near  Mayport. 
Beautiful  stone  shaft  commemorating  the  coming  of  the 
Huguenots  under  Ribault  in  1562.  Impressive  sunrise  ser- 
vice held  here  by  Masonic  fraternity  each  Easter  Sunday. 
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This  is  duplicate  of  monument  placed  near  this  point  by 
Ribault  to  mark  the  southern  boundary  of  land  he  claimed 
for  France.  Northern  boundary  marker  was  at  Port  Koyai, 
S.  C,  also  placed  in  1562. 

MA yPO/?T— picturesque  fishing  village  near  mouth  of  the 
St  Johns  River,  said  to  be  the  oldest  fishing  settlement  m 
North  America.  Facilities  for  docking  and  fueling  boats. 
Charter  boats  and  guides  available  for  fishing  parties. 
Winding,  paved  road  between  Atlantic  Boulevard  and  May- 
port  leads  through  dense  palm-thatched  jungle  of  superb 
tropical  beauty. 

ST  JOHNS  RIVER  JETTIES— gresiU  spreading  arms  of 
rock  extending  more  than  a  mile  out  to  sea  from  the  mouth 
of  the  St.  Johns.  Construction  began  in  1880's  and  re- 
quired several  years.  Original  rock  blasted  from  the  hills 
of  Harlem  in  New  York  City  and  shipped  here  by  barge. 

INTRACOASTAL  WATERWAY— Rt  Pablo  Creek  draw- 
bridge on  Atlantic  Boulevard.  A  sheltered  marine  boule- 
vard extending  1,750  miles  from  Boston  to  the  Florida  Keys 
with  controlling  depth  of  7  feet  and  width  of  75  feet.  Pro- 
vides a  safe  inland  route  for  hundreds  of  northern  pleasure 
craft  owners  who  bring  their  boats  south  to  enjoy  sunny 
cruising  thrills  on  the  St.  Johns  River  and  other  Florida 
waterways. 

ST  AUGUSTINE— S2  miles  south  on  scenic  ocean  drive 
from  Atlantic  Boulevard,  38  miles  from  Jacksonville  south 
on  U.  S.  1.  Oldest  city  in  the  U.  S.  with  many  interesting 
relics  of  Spanish  colonial  days. 

MARINE  STUDIOS— IS  miles  south  of  St.  Augustine  on 
U.  S.  1.  Largest  aquaria  in  the  world  where  fascinating 
deep  sea  creatures  live  and  play  in  huge  tanks  simulating 
their  native  habitat. 


ALONG  THE  EAST  BANK  OF  THE  ST.  JOHNS 

CHARMING  RESIDENTIAL  SECTIONS— from  St.  Johns 
River  bridge  south  on  San  Jose  Boulevard.  San  Marco, 
Villa  Alexandria,  River  Oaks,  Colonial  Manor  and  Granada, 
with  lovely  riverfront  homes  extending  southward  through 
San  Jose  to  Mandarin. 


EPPING  FOREST  — on  San  Jose  Boulevard.     Beautiful 
wooded  riverfront  estate  of  Mrs.  Alfred  I.  duPont. 

SAN  JOSE — lovely  residential  suburb  and  excellent  golf 
course  five  miles  south  on  San  Jose  Boulevard. 


BOLLES  SCHOOL — at  San  Jose.  Fine  preparatory  school 
for  boys  with  academic,  military,  naval  and  athletic  train- 
ing leading  to  college  or  a  business  career.  One  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  best  equipped  school  plants  in  the  country. 

MANDARIN — sleepy  little  river  hamlet  10  miles  south  of 
San  Jose,  once  a  bustling  river  port  and  the  home  of  Harriet 
Beecher  Stowe,  author  of  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin."  Lovely 
Stowe  home,  little  church  with  beautiful  Stowe  memorial 
window,  oak-shaded  parkway,  colorful  orange,  grapefruit 
and  tangerine  groves,  and  orchid  farm. 


SOUTHWARD  ALONG  WEST  RIVER  BANK 


McGIRTS  CREEK  (ORTEGA  RIVER)— at  Ortega  River 
bridge  on  the  road  south  to  Orange  Park.  Picturesque, 
northward-flowing  stream  paralleling  the  St.  Johns.  Mc- 
Girt,  the  notorious  pirate,  is  said  to  have  run  his  shallow- 
draft  boats  into  this  secluded  haven,  thus  eluding  the  U.  S. 
gunboats  which  required  deeper  water. 

SUBURBAN  RESIDENTIAL  SECTIONS— south  of  the 
Ortega  River.  Wooded  Ortega  and  Ortega  Terrace,  sunny 
Venetia  and  other  charming  residential  suburbs. 

CAMP  FOSTER — huge  wartime  encampment  ground  south 
of  Venetia  on  the  river,  now  used  as  a  militia  training 
center. 


ORANGE  PARK— 12  miles  south  of  Jacksonville  on  the 
river.  Here  is  Moosehaven,  nationally  famous  home  for  the 
aged  maintained  by  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose.  One  build- 
ing of  the  institution  was  formerly  the  Orange  Park  Hotel, 
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a  great  tourist  center  at  the  turn  of  the  century  when  the 
Jacksonville  area  was  the  principal  winter  resort  for  New 
York  and  Washington  society.  Near  here  is  Yale  Uni- 
versity's monkey  experimental  station. 

GREEN  COVE  SPRINGS— 2S  miles  south  of  Jacksonville 
on  the  river.  Crystal  clear  spring  water  gushes  from  a  deep 
fissure  in  the  rock  at  the  rate,  of  3,000  gallons  a  minute. 
Large  swimming  pool.  Shands  bridge  across  the  St.  Johns 
connects  with  road  to  St.  Augustine. 

PALATKA  RAVINE  GARDENS— 26  miles  south  of  Green 
Cove  Springs,  54  miles  from  Jacksonville.  Eighty-five  acres 
of  superbly  landscaped  gardens  in  a  deep,  natural  ravine, 
ablaze  with  the  gorgeous  colors  of  tropical  flowers  and 
shrubs.     Admission,  40c  per  person. 

PENNEY  FARMS — great  agricultural  development  eight 
miles  west  of  Green  Cove  Springs.  Lovely  Memorial  Com- 
munity for  retired  Christian  workers,  established  by  the 
head  of  the  J.  C.  Penney  Stores. 

STRAWBERRY  SECTION— west  of  Penney  Farms  at 
Starke  and  Lawtey,  centers  for  North  Florida's  strawberry 
industry.  During  winter  months  choice  berries  may  be 
purchased  from  grinning  youngsters  at  roadside  stands. 


WEST  OF  CITY 


GLEN  ST.  MARY  NURSERIES— huge  nursery  develop- 
ment 32  miles  out  Lake  City  highway.  Here  is  grown  an 
amazing  variety  of  tropical  flowers  and  ornamental  shrubs 
to  supply  florists,  landscape  engineers  and  others. 

OLUSTEE  STATE  MONUMENT— great  Civil  War  battle- 
field 49  miles  west  on  Lake  City  highway.  State  monument 
commemorates  the  engagement.  Also  near  Olustee  are  nur- 
series operated  by  the  State  Forestry  Service  in  which  mil- 
lions of  slash  pine  seedlings  are  grown  each  year  for  distri- 
bution to  landowners  for  replanting  cutover  forests.

Automobile  racing  events  at  the  beaches  and  Camp  Fos- 
ter and  the  new  sport  of  midget-car  racing  which  is  sweep- 
ing the  country  are  other  spectator  sports  enjoyed  by  vis- 
itors in  Jacksonville. 
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A  Year-'Round  Resort 

WHERE  ALL  PRICES  ARE  LOW 

Jacksonville  is  the  tinancial,  commercial  and  industrial 
capital  of  Florida  and  the  Hub  of  the  Southeast  for  trans- 
portation and  distribution  operations.  With  a  large,  pros- 
perous resident  population  and  a  summer  tourist  season 
fully  as  busy  as  the  winter  one,  Jacksonville  merchants  and 
hotel  operators  can  profitably  offer  their  goods  and  services 
at  lower  prices  than  those  found  in  "short-season"  resorts. 
For  example: 

Hotels  in  Jacksonville  have  long  been  noted  for  fine 
accommodations  and  low  rates.  Visitors  tell  us  that  no- 
where else  may  such  remarkable  bargains  in  hotel  rooms 
be  found.  Rates  at  first-class  hotels  range  from  $2.50  for  a 
single  room  with  private  bath  to  $15.00  for  a  choice  parlor- 
and-bedroom  suite  for  two  persons.  In  addition  to  excel- 
lent appointments  and  service,  individually  controlled  air 
conditioning  is  optional  with  guests  at  most  of  Jacksonville's 
leading  hotels. 

Good  boardinc/  house  accommodations  are  available  at 
$12.50  a  week  per  person  for  two  in.  a  room,  $15.00  a  week 
single.  These  rates  include  breakfast  and  dinner— lunch- 
eon is  extra  and  costs  25c  per  meal  at  most  houses.  Several 
are  located  in  downtown  Jacksonville  and  others  at  the 
beach  resorts. 

Efficiency  apartments  with  full  hotel  service,  ready  for 
occupancy,  may  be  rented  in  the  downtown  area  for  as  lit- 
tle as  $55.00  a  month.  Larger  apartments  are  proportion- 
ately more  expensive.  During  the  winter  months  apart- 
ments at  the  beaches  range  from  $20  to  $50  a  month,  in- 
cluding everything  but  linen  and  fuel  for  cooking.  Summer 
rates  at  the  beaches  are  somewhat  higher. 

Meals.  Average  prices  for  complete,  well-served  meals 
in  attractive  restaurants  and  hotel  dining  rooms  are:  break- 
fast, 35c ;  luncheon,  40c  and  dinner,  75c.  You  can  pay  more, 
of  course,  and  you  can  pay  less,  but  good  food  and  excellent 
service  can  be  obtained  at  these  prices. 
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Laundry  and  valet  service  is  available  at  most  of  Jack- 
sonville's hotels  at  the  prevailing  prices  charged  by  laun- 
dries and  dry  cleaning  establishments  to  their  regaiar  cus- 
tomers. For  instance:  Laundering  shirts,  each,  10-15c; 
pressing  man's  suit,  40c;  cleaning  and  pressing  man's  suit, 
70c. 

Sightseeing  facilities  are  also  low  in  cost.  The  Tourist 
and  Convention  Bureau  has  on  call  a  number  of  dependable 
taxi  drivers  who  take  sightseeing  parties  up  to  five  persons 
for  $1.50  per  hour.  Sightseeing  buses  also  off'er  one-hour 
trips  about  the  city  for  $1.00  per  person. 

Prices  of  sport  and  vacation  apparel  in  Jacksonville 
stores  average  much  lower  than  those  asked  for  the  same 
goods  in  other  resort  cities.  Here  again  the  fact  that  Jack- 
sonville is  a  year-round  city  affects  prices.  Dress  and  street 
wear  prices  average  about  the  same  as  in  the  metropolitan 
centers  of  the  North.  Women  visitors  in  particular  are  in- 
terested in  the  "advance-season"  showings  of  style  changes 
in  Jacksonville's  smart  shops. 

Recreation  costs  in  this  year-round  vacationland  are 
low,  in  keeping  with  the  general  price  level  here.  Adult 
evening  admission  to  motion  picture  theaters  ranges  from 
15c  for  second-run  houses  to  40c  for  first-run  theaters. 
Pictures  are  shown  in  Jacksonville  about  the  same  time  as 
in  New  York  and  Chicago.  Leading  theaters  compare  fa- 
vorably with  those  anywhere  else  from  the  standpoints  of 
appointments,  air-conditioning,  short  features  and  occas- 
ional stage  acts.  Other  recreation  facilities  are  available  at 
comparable  rates.
